UNNECESSARY DEATHS 


The text of the articles of capitula­ 
tion of iHe Port Arthur garrison signed 
by the 
commissioners representing 
General Stoessel and General Nog!, 
bas been made public. 
All Russian 
soldiers, m arines and civil officials of 
the garrison and harbor are made pris­ 
oners; ail iorts, batteries, vessels, mu­ 
nitions, etc., are transferred to the 
Japanese in the condition in which 
they existed at noon of Jan. 3, viola­ 
tion of this clause to operate as an an­ 
nulment of the negotiations, giving the 
Japanese army warrant to take free 
action; the Russian military and na­ 
val authorities are to furnish to the 
Japanese army an exhibit of all forti­ 
fications, underground and submarine 
mines, a list of m ilitary officers, of 
ships and the numbers of their crews 
and of civilians of both sexes, with 
their race and occupations; and all 
public property, as buildings, Muni­ 
tions of war. etc., to be left in the 
present position pending arrangem ents 
for their transfdi/iic c.

Taking of Port Arthur. 
Che too, Jan. 4.—Some intereating 
statistics concerning the defense of 
Port Arthur was brought here by the 
flotilla of Russian torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers, 
which 
carried 
numerous 
chests containing complete records of 
General Stoessel in the army. 
Originally the array numbered 85,- 
000. 
Eleven 
thousand 
have 
been 
killed; 16,000 are wounded or sick. and 
8,000 remained in the forts, of whom, 
however, 2,000 were unable to fight. 
It is learned 
that when General 
Stoessel wrote to General Nogi re­ 
garding the surrender of the fortress 
he said: 
"I have 8,000 men in the 
forts; and 6,000 of these are able to 
fight. If you do not accept my propo­ 
sition these men will die fighting, but 
it will cost you v^ree times their num­ 
ber to kill them.” 
During the siege 265 per cent of the 
garrison were put out of action. This 
rem arkable fact was due to wounded 
men returning to the front. 
Cases 
have been recorded where men have 
gone to hospital four times, returning 
convalescent to the forts. 
The number of officers killed was 
proportionately greater than in any 
battle known in history. This was due 
to the frequent lethargic condition of 
the men who. without food and with 
out sleep, moved only when ordered 
by their officers. 
The Russians estim ate that the tak 
ing of the fortress has cost Japan 
$100,000,000.
